It is the hope 
of those in charge .of the work that 
many ot th« 250 of more vessels of 
this type can be purchased ready 
built, and put into use after minor al- 
terations. The exact specifications are 
yet to be announced. 
The plan to provide-a sufficient per- 


sonnel contemplates an active recruit- 
ing campaign and"graduation this fall 
of next year's class officers at the 
coast guard academy at New London.

In 
the emergency Mrs. J. Allan Herman 
has offered volunteer service at the 
offices of the organization, which have 
been readily availed of. The board of 
directors of the Community Chest, 
recognizing the urgent need of more 
money for relief 
purposes 
recently 


made available the additional sum o,f 
$500, "this being taken from the emer- 
gency fund 
carried over 
from last 
year. Beginning in 
May the city's 


monthly payment will be appreciably 
larger since the budget provision calls 
for an increase of from $2.500 to $3,- 
600 for this work. Not long since'the 
city made an emergency appropria- 
tion for this work. 
These measures, however, do not 


fully meet the immediate needs. While 
assistance to various families has been 
reduced to the barest minimum in or- 
der that the available money 
perform service in the largest number 
of families, the relief demands are In- 
creasing rapidly. The expenditures in 
relief for the few months prior to 
February were $400 per month. In 
February, they leaped to $12,000 and 
in March they ran as high as $1,400- 
It is evident that at the end of the 
current month the relief expenditures 
will exceed $1,400 considerably.

FORD TO TRY A NEW TEXTURE? 


The real traffic problem in most of 


the large cities is curbstone parking— 
ttie use of streets as garages. Go Into 
any busy thoroughfare and the street 
in effect is narrowed 15 feet by -the 
csrs parked along both sides. 


Some of this parking is ethically 


legitimate. 
Owners leave their cars 


outside while they shop or make bus- 
iness calls. 
But a large group of 


owners leave their cars at the curb 
all day, until ready to drive home, es- 
pecially on side streets. which never- 
the less are. important traffic arteries. 


This is not uniformly a system of 


dodging garage fees at the expense 
of traffic congestion- The fact is that 
there are not enough garages in or 
near the downtown sections of most 
cities. 
Furthermore, there is not 


enough vacant land for sufficient ga- 
rages. 
Cities are considering this 


growing problem. Underground muni- 
cipal garages are suggested by some. 


Henry Ford plans to build garages 


In Boston—three to start with, bous- 
ing 3.000 cars apiece. These garages, 
as planned, will be conducted on a 
co-operative or club plan.

nection with them will be cafeterias 
and gasoline stations.

-roup of mosquitoes. For practical 
purposes, malaria is carried over from 
ihe autumn of one year to about May 
of the next by infected human beings. 
The mosquitoes hatched in the spring 
find infected men 
ready to 
infect 


them, in order that they may infect 
other men. The malaria hosquitoes 
make up the other half of the picture. 


Xorth of the thirty-second parallel, 


that IE a line through Savannah. Ga.; 
Montgomery, Ala.: Vicksburg, Miss.; 
Shreveport, La.; El Paso. Tex., and 
San Diego, Cal., mosquitoes hibernate. 
However, at times, both mosquitoes 
and flies are carried into this "more 
northern territory by trains at all sea- 
sons of the year. South of this line 
it has been found that malaria mos- 
quitoes do not hibernate, though -when 
the weather Js quite cold they become 
less active. 


In experiments made by the public 


health sen-ice in Louisiana, southern 
Alabama, and 
Mississippi, it was 


found that malaria 
mosquitoes lay 


eggs, eggs hatch into wigglers. pu- 
pate and finally become adult mosqui- 
toes, all winter, long. As a rule mos- 
quitoes do not feed on human blood 
during cold weather. 
A long time 


ago the mosquito learned the lesson 
which Ghandi is trying to teach the 
world of humans, namely, that no re- 
sistajioe was the best resistance, at 
times.

SHIMKUS DEFEATS KILONIS 


IN ONE FURIOUS MAT EVENT 


John Kilonis and Joe Shlmkus met 


for the first time since their mat en- 
gagement here last year at tho Mun- 
oipaJ hall and they both gave evi- 
dence of the fact that neither had 
forgotten the events that took place 
that night when the referee was com- 
pelled to terminate the event.
